We afterwards traverſed the city, ſaw the Town-houſe, Mattis Hoſpital for relief of fix travelling perſons by entertaining them with one night's

Jeemed a little odd; but being in ſuch a place we imagined there might be ſome myſtery in it, ſo enquired no further. 


At ten wwe wontked on, and calling a council among ourſelves, it was propoſed, that if any one was diſſatisfied with our past proceedings or intended 
progreſs, he might depatriate, and be allowed money to bear his charges, . It was unanimouſly rejected, and reſolved to proceed ta Upnor. 
e viewed, and Hogarth made @ drawing of the caſtle, and Scott of ſome ſhipping riding near it (vide Drawing tbe zd). The caſtle is not very 
large, but frong, garriſoned with twenty-four men, and the like number of guns, though no more than eight.are mounted. I went and bought cockles \* 
of an old blind man and woman, who were in a little cock-boat on the, river. Me made a hurry-ſcurry. dinner at the Smack at the ten-zun * 
battery, and bad a battle-royal with flicks, pebbles, and hog's dung. In this fight Tothall was the greateſt ſufferer, and bis cloaths carried. the marks of 
bis diſgrace. Some time this occaſioned much laughter, and we marched on to the bird"s-neft battery, and, keeping the river and ſhipping fill in view, 
paged over the hills, and came to Hoo Churcb- yard, where, on à wooden rail i ver a grave, is an Pitapb, Juppeſed to.be wrote by a II on ber

At four we left Hoo and an agreeable widow landlady, who had buried four buſbands, As wwe travelled along this charming country, the 


weather was exceeding pleaſant, and Scott (according to cuſtom) made us laugh by attempting to prove, a man might go over but not through the 


world; and, for example, pointed to the earth, and aſked us to go through that element, Our fixed opinion was, that bis argument had leſs weight 


than his coat-pockets, which were, by ſome of the company, filled with 4pebble-/lones, unperceived by bim, and he carried them ſome time; but at laſt 


diſcovering the trick, and being thereby in a condition to knock down all oppoſition to his argument, we acquie/ced. 

At froe we took a view of Stoke Church, and palſed through the church-yard, but ſaw nothing worth ob/ervation till we came to a farm-bouſe not far 
diſtant ; where, on an eim-tree at the door, was placed a high pole, with a board that moved with the wind, painted in form of a cock, over which 
was a fane weatber-coch, and above that a ſhuttle-cock. This variety of cocks afforded much ſpeculation, 

At North-/treet, a little village we paſſed through, we all agreed to quarrel; and being near a well of water full to the brim, we dealt about that 
ammunition for ſome time, till the cloaths and courage of the combatants were ſufficiently cooled, and then, all pleaſed, travelled on to the town of 
Stock, and took up our quarters at the Naz's Head. 

At fix, whilt ſupper was getting ready, we walked out to take @ view of the low countries tbereabouts; and, on an adjacent plain, - another fharp 
engagement happened, in which Tothall and Scott hoth ſuffered, by their claatbs being daubed with ſoft cow-dung. 

At ſeven we returned back and cleaned ourſelves; ſupped, and adjourned to the door; drank punch, flood and ſat for our pictures drawn by 
Hogarth, for which ſee Drawing the 3d. Night coming an, we drew cuts who ſhould he fingle, there being but three beds, and no night-caps. The 
lot fell to Tothall, and he had the ſatisfaction of lying alone. 

At ten went to bed, and had much laughter at Scott and I being forced to he together. They threw the flocking, fought perukes, and did @ great 
many pretty tricks in a horn, and then left us. At eleven we aroſe again, without a candle, and dreſſed ourſelves, our ſheets being very damp ; then 
went to bed again in our cloaths, and ſſepi till three, | 

Monday at three, awaked and curſed our day, our eyes, lips, and bands, being tormented and fwelled by the biting of gnats. Notwith/landing 
this, the God of Sleep being power ful, we ſoon forgot our miſeries, and ſubmitted to be bound fat again in his leaden chains, in which condition we 
remained till fix; then aroſe, had our ſhoes cleaned, were ſhaved, and bad our wigs flowered, by a fiſherman in his boots aud ſhock hair, without coat 
oy wai/icoat, vide Drawing the 4th. We had milk and toaſt for breakfaft, paid our reckoning, and ſet out for Sheerneſs at eight. 

Me paſſed down Stock Marſhes, being directed to keep the road-way, which being heavy walking (much rain having failen the preceding night) I pre- 
eailed on the company to follow me over a ſtile, which led along the beach by a creek fide, imagining it as near and a better way; but was deceived, and 
ied the company about two miles afiray ; but getting into the right road, we ſoon entered the Ile of Grain (ſo called from its fruitfulne/s, as I 
cornjeciure) and near the church there, we flopped at the Chequer Ale-hauſe, kept by Goody Hubbard, who ,entertained us with ſalt pork, bread, 
butter, and buns, and good malt liquor. Here Scott left and loſt his pen-knife, value five ſhillings. We expected to have got à boat here to carry us 
over to Sheerneſs; but the ferry-man did not care to go, and another perſon. we would have employed for that purpoſe ſent us word, that the wind blew 
ro bard. But our landlady put us into a method by which we might poſſibly get a paſſage; and that was, to go down the marſhes towards the ſalt- 
houſes, and endeavour to bail the ſhips in ordinary, and by that means get one of their boats. We accordingly went down to the ſhore, which was 


rovered with variety of. ſhells, and accidentally eſpied a little boat coming on our fide the water below us, which Thornhill aud Tothall went down. to meet, 


and brought up to us, and with ſome difficulty took us in (the manner of our embarking is delineated in the 5th drawing) ; and we ſet fail for Sheerne/s. 
The ſea ran bigh, the wind blowing hard at S. M. and by S. In our paſſage we bad the pleaſure of ſeeing and hearing the guns fired from the fort and 
tre men of war, and about twelve, we landed, We traverſed the fort, went round the. lines; ſaw. all the fortifications and batteries, and bad a: 


delightful

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"aclightful projſped? of the ſea and the Hand of Sbeppy. Scott was laugbed ut for ſmelling to the touch-boles of ſome of the guns lately diſcharged; and 
'/o vas Hogarth, for ſitting down to cut his toe nails in the garriſon. At one we ſet out for Qucenborough, to which place we walked along the beach, 
which the ſpray flew over in * ate N Bornbill fell down, and ſlightly burt his leg; yet we all perambulated weary. and arrived at ES 
about two. 

The town is but one flreet, ſi zuate on the 245. fr of a creek, called after the town's name, and branching out of the Medway near the town. The 
NRtreet is clean and well paved (for a more exact deſcription ſee the 6th drawing), and anſwers the deſcription I have bad of a Spaniſh Town, vis. there is 
no ſign of any trade, nor were many human creatures to be ſeen at our firſt arrival. The church is low and ill built : among many tomb-flones there 
are but few epitaphs worth noting, and the mati material I take to be the following one, vis. | 
Henry Knight Maſter of a Shipp to Greenland and Herpooner 24 Voyages 

In Greenland I whales Sea horſes Bears aid Slay 
Though Now my Body is Intombe in Clay 

The town-bouſe or clock-bouſe (as it is called) lands in the middle of the freet, ſupported by four piers, which form four arches, and (it being 
holiday) was decorated with a flag, in which is delineated the arms of the corporation. Me took up our quarters at the Red Lyon (which the people 
call the Swans) fronting the river, and met with a civil, prating landlady ; but ſhe being unprovided with beds, we applied to a merry woman at a 
private houſe, who furniſhed us with what we wanted. We then took another walk up the town, bad a view of the inſide of the church, and a 
conference with the grave- digger, who informed us of the flate of the corporation. Among other things we were told, that the mayor is a cuſtom- 
houſe officer, and the parſon a ſad dog. We found, to our ſorrow, that although the town has two market-days, yet there was not one piece of freſh 
meat of any fort, nor any poultry or fiſh,. except lob/lers, to be got, with which, and ſome eggs and bacon, we made our ſupper. 

We walked up the hill behind the town, to a well of very good water : over which (we were informed) a palace formerly flood, built by King Edward 
the Third for his Queen Philippa. Whilſt we were at the well, two ſailors came and drew a bucket of water to drink, and told us, that they and four 
more, belonging to the Roſe mau of war, were obliged the day before to attend one of their mid/hipmen, a ſon of General S—-, in a hau up the creek, 
and run the veſſel aſhore, where the midſbipman left them (without any ſuſtenance, but a few cockles, or one penny of money to buy any) and went to 
Sheerne/s, and was not yet returned, and they balf-flarved. We gave the fellows fix- pence, who were very thankful, and run towards the town to buy 
viduals for tbemſelves and their companions, who lay aſleep at ſome diſtance. We going to view their boat that luck faſt in the mud, one of the ſailors 
returned haſtily, and kindly offered us ſome cockles : this ſeemed an at? of ſo much gratitude that we followed the fellows into the town, and gave them 
another fix-pence; and they fetched their companions, and all refreſhed tbemſelves, and were very thankful and merry. 

About ſeven we paſſed through the town, and ſaw and converſed with ſeveral pretty women, which we did not expect, not baving ſeen any at our 
arrival, and returned to our quarters. We got a wooden chair, and placed Hogarth in it in the fireet, where be made the Drawing Ne 6: and 
gathered a great many men, women, and children, about bim, to ſee his performance. Having fini/hed bis drawing, we again walked up town, and 
at the mayor*s door ſaw all the ſailors before mentioned, who informed me (with * your worſhip” at every word) that the mid/vipman was lately returned 
from Sheerneſs, and had been up the creek, to ſee how the boat lay; and coming back, bad met a ſailor in company with a woman whom the 
migſbipman wanted to be free with, and the ſailor oppoſed, infiting ſhe was his wife, and hindered bim from being rude ; which the midſbipman reſenting, 


was gone to the mayor to redreſs his grievances. We thought this a very odd affair, but did not ftay to ſee the reſult of it. 


| About nine we returned to our quarters, drank to our friends as uſual, and emptied ſeveral cans of good flip, and all ſung merrily; but were quite 
put out of countenance by ſome Harwich men, who came with lobſters, and were drinking in the next room. They ſung ſeveral ſea-ſongs ſo agreeably 
tbat 
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that our St. John chull not come in competition, nor could Piſhoken ſave us from diſgrace; ſo that after finiſbing the evening as pleaſantly as poſſible, 
we went out of the bouſe the back-way to our lodgings, at near eleven. 

When wwe came there, our landlady had provided a bed for Scott in the garret, which made bim grumble, and us laugh : this provoked Bim ſo far, 
that be abſolutely refuſed to lye there; and Tothall, out of pure good- nature, offered bim his bed at the houſe we came from, and that he would lye in 
the garret. This Scott accepted, and went away ; and Tothall going up flairs, found he was to he in a flock bed, without curtains; ſo came down again 
immediately, and went after Scott, at which we were very merry, and /lept upon it till ſix in the morning. 

Tueſday morning, at fix, Hogarth called me up, and told me, the good woman inſiſted on being paid for ber bed, or baving Scott before the 
mayor; which laſt we did all in our power to promote, but to no effect; ſo coming to the publick bouſe where Scott and Tothall lay, we found the doors 
open (a thing common in this town) and nobody up. However Hogarth ſoon rouſed them; and then Scott related another diſtreſs he had the laſt night, 
vis. when he left us, and was going to bed, he perceived ſomething tir under the bed-cloaths, which he (collecting all his courage) was reſolved to feel ; 
at which ſomething cried out (ſeemingly affrighted) and ſcared him out of his wits; but, reſuming courage enough to enquire into the nature of affairs, 
he found it to be a little boy of the houſe, who had miſtook the bed. This relation, according to cuſtom, made us very merry, and Tothall provided ſome 
breakfaſt ; after which we left the Swans, and went up town, where our ſhirts were ſent to be waſhed; but not Rong time to dry, we took them 
wet, and had them dried and ironed at the next town. 

About ten we quitted Qyeenborough : the morning was delightful, the country very pleaſant, through which we paſſed very agreeably up to Minſter, 
a little village on the highe/t part of the iſand. We laboured hard to climb the bill to the church-yard, it * very fleep. We ſaw there, on a 
wooden rail over the grave, the following epitaph in verſe : 

Here Interr'd George Anderſon Doth Lye 
By fallen on an Anchor he did Dye 

In Sheerne/s Yard on Good Friday 

y 6" of April, I do ſay | 

All you that Read my Allegy : Be akvaies 
Ready for to Dye — Aged 42 Years 

Our landlord at the George procured us a hey of the church, which we entered, and ſaw there the monuments of Lord Cheyne, of a Spani/h 
Ambaſſador, and of the Lord Shorland. Scott made a drawing of the Ambaſſador (vide Drawing the 7th), and Hogarth of Lord Sborland (ſee 
Drawing the 81h). The legend of the lafi being remarkable, I ſhall relate it with all its circumflances. In the reign of Queen Elizabeth, this lord 
baving been to viſit a friend on this i/land, and paſſing by this church in his way home to Sborland, about two miles off, be ſaw a concourſe of people 
gathered togetber in the church-yard; and inquiring the reaſon, was informed, that the parſon who flood by there, refuſed to bury the corpſe brought for 
that purpoſe, becauſe there was no money to pay the burial fees. His lordſbip, being extremely moved at the parſon, ordered the people to throw him into 
the grave, and bury bim quick ; which they accordingly did, and he died. My lord went home ; and there reflecting on what he had done, and 
fearing to forfeit his life for the offence, he wrote a petition, ſetting forth the nature of his offence; and hearing the queen was on board one of the /hips 
at the Nore (to which place ſbe came to take a view of ber fleet deſigned to oppoſe the Spaniſh armada), be took a horſe, and rode direcliy into the ſea, 
and ſwam to the Nore, above three miles off, and coming to the ſhip's ſide, begged to ſee ber majeſly; who came immediately, and he preſented bis 
petition. The queen received, read, and granted it ; and be, withont quitting his horſe, uam back again to the iſland, and coming on the ſhore 
met anold woman, who told bim, that though the horſe had then ſaved his life, be would be the cauſe of his death. His lord/hip fearing (and tn 
order 
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4 | 
order to prevent) the accompliſhment of the old woman's prophecy, alighted from his horſe, drew bis ford, and killed him, and left bim there, and bis 
carcaſe was, by the force of the ſea, thrown ſome little way on the land. 

Some years after this, my lord, walking with ſome of his friends near the ſea-ſide, eſpied the ſkull and ſome other bones of the horſe lying there," and 
relating the foregoing account happened to kick the ſkull and hurt one of bis toes, which mortified and killed bim, and he hes in Minſier Church, and a 
monument is erected over bis grave, on which be is figured with a horſe's bead (ſuppoſed to be in the waves) placed by bim (vide Drawing 'the gib. 
This. flory is ſo firmly believed in that pariſh, that a horſe's bead, finely gilt, is placed as @ weather-cock on the church Nezple, and the figure of a bone 


is flruck upon tbe ſpindle above that weather-cock, and the church is commonly called the Horſe Church. We were fo well ſatisfied of the people's belief 


that all they told us was true, that we did not dare to declare our diſbelief of one tittle of the flory. 


me dined at the George, aid till four, then left Minſter, and walked to Sheernefſs ; hired a ſmall veſſel (vulgarly called a bomb-boat) and about ffoe 


ſet ſail for Graveſend. 
The wind blew a freſh gale at E. and by S. Scott grew very ſea-/i ck, and did what was natural in ſuch caſes. Soon after Hogarth grew jich, and 


Was conſequently uneaſy, which was augmented by our flopping, and Tothall going on board Captain Robinſon, in one of the cuſtom-houſe loops, riding 
in Holy Haven, who furniſhed bim with ſome milk punch, and us with ſome fire to light our pipes, which was greatly wanted. 

It rained hard all the voyage. We ſaw ſeveral porpoiſes rolling in purſuit of their prey; and one in particular was got ſo near ſhore, that we thought 
be muſt remain there ; but be deceived our expettation, and got off again. | 

About ſeven, our jick paſſengers being recovered, we ſailed merrily, and ſung St. Jobn, Piſhoken, and ſeveral other ſongs and tunes ourſelves, and 
our cockfwain entertained us with ſeveral ſailors ſongs ; but our notes were ſoon changed by our veſſel running on, and flicking faſt in, the Ble /and, 
though we were almoſt in the middle of the channel. It was the tide of ebb, and within about an hour of flood, which gave us /ome concern, 
believing we ſhould be forced to continue there ſome time, and bear the beating of the wind and waves ; yet, by the indufiry of our mariners, and the 
fruful alliance of Tothall, we got off again in a little time (though with ſome difficulty) ; and the wind proving favourable, we arrived ſaſe at Graveſend 
about ten. 

We ſupped, and drank good wine, and thought our adventures and extraordinary mirth ended, but found otherwiſe : for a great coat Scott bad 


borrowed for this journey, and left at Graveſend (and travelled without it) we found (on our arrival here) could not be found. This, though grief 10 
him, was ſport 10 us; and be ſoon got the better of his uneaſineſs, and grew as merry as We.
